The Appeal la woefully mixed in its interpretation of 


the position of The Journal. It would be the height of 
absurdity for this paper to attempt to usurp the powers 
of the Governor "or of the State Board of Health ami in 
sending Dr. Heppner to Tonopah. no attempt was made to 
interfere with or control official action. 
Awful stories 


were coming of the conditions in Tonopah and of such 
a contradictory nature that The Journal, In the Interest 
of truth, despatched Dr. Heppner to the scene before it 
learned that the Governor had concluded to move In the 
matter. Dr. Heppner did not go to Tonopah to teach the 
physicians of that city how to treat the disease or to usurp 
the powers of the State Hoard of Health. He v/ent simply 
as a reporter for this paper — a reporter possessed of the 
technical knowledge that would lend to his report the 
credence which a story from a layman could not carry. 


The Governor performed his official duty in sending 


Dr. Lee to Tonopah and The Journal has not claimed that 
In doing HO he Interfered with any right of The Journal 
in the premise*. 
Rut it does claim that in attempting to

WHERE ARE THE FLEETS 


A 


CORRESPONDENT sent a dispatch from a port of 


French Indo-Chlha on Saturday to a Paris paper 


stating the Russian Iletw had been seen on the seventeenth 
parallel of latitude and that it was steaming northward 
with' lights out. If that dispatch Is correct It Indicates 
that the anticipated sea battle 1* close at hand. 


If the fleet were sighted It must have been not later 


than Friday, as It would take a dny for the sighting ves- 
sel to reach a port from which the report could be sent. 
On the seventeenth parallel the fleet would be only some 
400 miles from Formosa. It Is supposed Togo has his base 
at the upper end of that island. 


If the Russian fleet alms to pass through the straits 


of Formosa It must be In those waters by this time, If 
It wore on the seventeenth parallel Friday. If It intends to 
sail to the eastward of the Island it must have already 
ims^od ti c southern end nnd be moving northward. The 
supposition Is thai". Togo has the straits nnd the sea to the 
eastward of Formosa covered In such a manner that he 
will he able to meet Rojestvensky whichever route the lat- 
ter takes 


T!\it thero Is nothing certain nf this time about .the 


whereabouts of the Russian fleet. There has 
been 
so 


innny reports that nono can feel that nny is correct until 
it ha1* been amply verified. The dispatches coming during 
the night may bring some more definite information, and 
If their Import be to the effect that Rojestvensky was in 
such n position on Friday as the dispatch to the Paris 
paper would indicate, we may look for stirring events very 
noon.

THE INFLUX OF IMMIGRANTS 


T 


UB British Board of Trade recently issued an elab- 


orate document dealing with immigration from the 


European countries, in which some Important conclusions 
r.re reached with regard to the United States. In relation 
to the general subject of immigration of the population 
of one country to another, this report concludes: 
"The 


whole problem of Immigration depends largely upon the 
distribution throughout the world of the density of popu- 
lation, climatic advantages and wealth of natural re- 
sources, together with the facilities of communication be- 
tween the more or less densely and naturally favored re- 
gions. 


"As regards the volume and direction of the move- 


ment from any particular country, much depends not only 
on the natural reaonrcea and field of employment, but also 
on the rational temperament and characteristics, the 
standard of living of the people and the existence to over- 
sea countries of populations of similar and kindred char- 
acter." 


Among the distinctly local causes of the present In- 


flux Into this country are no doubt the effect of the war 
or other disturbances in Russia. It Is noted that In the 
last few weeks the large number of Immigrants are being 
attracted from the populations of southern and eastern 
Europe. From the south come the Italians and from th« 
east the Hungarians, Poles and Jews In place of the 
Teutonic races of northern Europe, which formerly fur- 
nished the bulk of the Immigrants.

;,.; American Review, Gives Simple 
? 
Remedy for Railroad Question 
F 


ROM the day* of the father* 


the nation has dealt with 
the problems of •elf-gov- 
ernment, one after anoth- 
er, a* they have arisen. It 
has often viewed them, at 


first, with apprehension; then grap- 


with them, solved them, and pass 
on. 


• The problem of the hour is monop- 
oly in Instrumentalities and commod- 
ities essential to the common comfort 
and prosperity. Of these, the first'to 
be dealt with 1* the monopoly of tran- 
sportation. There are three 
general 


view* In regard to this question. 


T6e great financiers and railroad 


operator* are opposed to any public 
regulation. They believe the problem* 
should be left to the practical and ex- 
perienced men who have brought the 
transportation system to its present 
•tate of efficiency. 


The president and a very large ma- 


jority of the House of Representatives 
believe that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission should be empowered to 
revive rate* upon complaint, subject 
to review by a court of transportation. 
A bill ha* recently passed the House 
to this effect 


There la a third view, which seems 


to be growing rapidly in popular es- 
teem, in 'favor of outright government 
ownership. 


I cannot agree with the railroad op- 


erators that nothing should be done. 
.The power to fix rates of tranaporta- 
•tlon is the power to affect the cost 
of everything which enters into com- 
"mpn consumption, and. thus, in great 
measure, to regulate the standard of 
living of our people. Such tremendous 
power cannot safely be left, without 
restraint, in private hands. 


As to the measure which passed the 
House by the overwhelming vote of 


to 17. I fear It will be disappoint- 


ing In It* results. It does not present 
a scientific solution of the problem. It 
leaves the powe.r of taxatl&n with 


state* and thousands of lo- 


cal political lubdlvlslons, so that there 
can be nothing in trfe way of uniform- 
ity or permanency in this item. It 
makes no provision for the valuation, 
of the property, nor doe* It make any 
attempt to indicate what would con- 
stitute a reasonable rate of interest 
on the investment It does not touch 
the evil of overcapitalisation, nor doe* 
it propop** anything which would abate 
the aUu.nlng evil of political control 
Which has come as an unavoidable in- 
cident In the growth of corporate pow- 
. er. 
. 
While the sentiment favoring gov- 


ernment ownership la Increasing, it is 
plain that the country I* not ready for 
such ownership at this time. The most 
serious objection to it is that it would 
Interject 1,300,000 employees into the 
political patronage and render it dif- 
ficult to drive from power the party 
controlling this vast influence, howev- 
er desirable a change of administra- 
tion might be. 


On January 4th. I introduced a joint 


resolution In the Senate (S. R. 86, 69th 
Cong.. 3rd Sea*.) providing for the ap- 
pointment of a special commission, to 
consist of four expert* on transporta- 
tion and transportation law, five sen- 
ators and five representatives, 
in- 


structed to frame and report to Con- 
gress a national Incorporation act pre- 
pared upon certain principles. This 
resolution waa referred to the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, which has 


, called upon the Interstate Commerce 


Commission and the Bureau of Cor- 
poration* to make report* as to the 
tlan outlined with such suggestion* 
la may be deemed advisable. 


The object of my resolution is to 


unify and simplify the railroad ad- 
(ministration of the country; to recog- 
Jntze the evolution in railroading, un- 
der which the operation and manage- 
ment of almost the 
entire 
railroad 


,' mileage ha* come under the control of 


about six well-known groups or sys- 
tem*; to place such systems und>»r 
national incorporation and control; to 
make the taxes of the rairoad* fixed 
And certain; and to provide for fixed 
{dividends. so that hereafter any in- 
i crease of business will tend mathe- 
matically either to a betterment of the 
roads, to an increase In wages, or to 
a diminution In rates. These purpose* 
I would accomplish by the following 
methods: 


1. The requirement that all 
rail- 
roads engaging In Interstate commerce 
shall Incorporate under a national law 
in Accordance with, certain conditions 
no* .only permitting, but favoring, the 
consolidation of railroads. 


».•'-The valuation of all such rall- 


roadsjiby .the 
Interstate Commerce 


Commission, and a capitalization not 
exceeding such valuation. 


3. The revision by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission of all rates, so 
applied as to yield an annual return 
of not less than four per cent, on such 
valuation. 


4. The exemption of railroad prop- 


erty, including stock* and bond*, from 
all taxes except a tax on gross receipts 
•uch 'a tax to begin at three pec cent 
and Increase at the rate of one-fifth 
of one per cent, each year, until it 
[reaches the maximum of five per cent 


if "tax to be collected by the gov- 


rerriment then distributed among the 
states and territories on some equit- 
able basis. 


6. The creation of a pension fund 


for employee* disqualified, either by 
Injury or by S4T». from active *ervice, 
by setting astds in the treasury a

'.nd their employee* as to compensa- 
tion,

urs of labor, and protection to 
limb. 


the United State*, there are 100,- 


OOt miles of railroad, owned by about 


2,000 corporations, and controlled by 
about 600 operating companies. But 
these operating companies have grad- 
ually come under the management of 
six great groups of ownership, each 
group dominated by a single individu- 
al, or by a few individuals. These 
group* are popularly known aa "The 
Morgan," 
"The 
Gould-Rockefeller." 


"The Harrlman." 
"The 
Vanderbllt," 


"The Pennsylvania" and "The Moore" 
groups. 


With two or three exceptions, these 


2.000 corporation* are organised under 
state laws, though under the existing 
group* and system* they are operated 
regardless of state lines, three-fourth* 
of the transportation business of the 
country feeing interstate. Corporations 
organised in one state can operate in 
other states only by the comity of the 
latter. The general policy of both the 
state and national governments 
has 


been against pooling or consolidation of 
any kind, on the theory that competition 
I* desirable aa a means of preventing 
excessive rates and securing improved 
service. 
Nevertheless, practical con- 


solidation has been effected and com- 
petition largely 
eliminated through 


various methods of leasing, trackage 
arrangements, holding companies, and 
community of interest. 
As a rule, 


these methods have not been tested 
In the courts, but in the case of the 
Northern 
Securities 
Company 
the 


method was tested and adjudged In- 
valid. 


The fact Is that the railroad, wheth- 


er In the hand* of the government or 
of a private corporation, 1* a natural 
monopoly. The steady trend of con- 
solidation is the outcome of economic 
force* which cannot be controlled or 
appreciably impeded by legislation. 
The present system is complicated and 
expensive, involving the maintenance 
of many unnecessary corporations, the 
bond and stock issues of which con- 
stitute a mass of perplexity confusing 
alike to the investor, to the tax-asses- 
sor, and to the rate-regulating com- 
mission. 


It Is clear that there should be un- 


ity of ownership, recognised by the 
law, 
of such railroads as are now 


linked together in interstate commerce 
regardless of state lines. As state leg- 
islation cannot accomplish this, -the 
railroad corporations should be nation- 
al,—the creation of the 
government 


whose jurisdiction is as broad as Inter- 
state commerce Itself, and whose sov- 
ereignty rests upon every 
foot 
of 


Amerlct.n soil. The power to create 
such corporations cannot be question- 
ed. It was exercised In the cases of the 
Union Pacific and Northern 
Pacific 


companies. The constitutional powers 
of the eFderal government relating to 
post roads, military defence, and the 
regulation of Interstate commerce in- 
volve the creation of all the instrumen- 
talities necessary to carry out such 
powers. 


I would require all railroads engag- 


ed In Interstate commerce to Incor- 
porate under a national law, and thus 
remove every barrier In the way of 
complete consolidation. I would pro- 
vide that the amount of stocks and 
bonds issued for such consolidation 
should be approved by the Interstate 
commerce commission, and that they 
should not exceed the actual value 
of the railroads consolidated, such val- 
ue to be determined by the commis- 
sion. I would provide that the com- 
mission should approve the amount 
of bonds and stock to be issued for 
the purchase of connecting or inter- 
secting lines, for the betterment of ex- 
isting roads, and the construction of 
new ones; and I would make a rigid 
requirement to the effect that -these 
securities should not exceed the- value 
of the property acquired or the actual 
cost of the work constructed. This 
method would effectually prevent fu- 
ture overcapitalisation. 


Neither 
of 
our 
political 
parties 


should object to this plan of national 
incorporation on the ground that it 
favor* centralisation of power. 
The 


Republican party, strongly nationalist 
aa it is. could not; while the Demo- 
cratic party should not. It is quite 
as Democratic to insist upon the full 
exercise of power* plainly given to the 
national government as it is to Insist 
upon the reserved rights of the state. 


I think there would be no serious 


difficulty in arriving at a true valu- 
ation of railroad property. The basis 
should be the market value of their se- 
curities, though other factor* may be 
taken into consideration. We can afford 
to be liberal with the present invest- 
ors, If we can secure for all time a 
valuation based on present conditions 
and prevent the enormous valuation 
of the future which Increased busi- 
ness and profit will give. Nor should 
there be any difficulty in determining 
the rate of Interest to be allowed on 
this valuation. In my resolution, 
I 


suggest "not less than four per cent," 
leaving the maximum to the determin- 
ation of the commission. But, if we 
are to have an' absolutely scientific 
adjustment of the matter, the divi- 
dends should be definitely fixed on a 
permanent basis, so aa to* yield an 
honest return upon an honest Invest- 
ment 


The advantage of my plan hi also 


apparent in the matter* of taxes. Rail- 
road* are now taxed under forty-five 
different systems embraced in the laws 
of as many states. In some they are 
taxed upon gross receipts; in other*, 
upon a valuation of track, and real 
and personal property; In other*, fran- 
chises are included; and 
in 
some 


states a rapid movement Is being made 
toward* assessing them upon the mar- 
ket value of the stocks and bonds is- 
sued, the contention being that taxes 
•hould be Imposed upon the same val- 
ue as that on which rate* are collect- 
ed. The law* of many states also per- 
mit taxation of bond* and stock in 


the hands of 
holders—a 
form 
of 


double taxation. There la no uniform- 
ity, no permanency. Thousands of lo- 
cal officials are engaged in making 
the valuation and fixing the tax rates. 
Since the amount of taxes paid Is one 
of the .vital factors In determining the 
net earning* of the property, there 
can be no scientific basis for fixing 
dividends while this crude and chaotic 
system prevails. 


I would exempt all railroad proper- 


ty, including bonds and stocks, from 
all taxation except a tax on gross re- 
ceipts, to be collected by the national 
authorities and distributed among the 
states In proportion to mileage or vol- 
ume of business. Under this method, 
stockholders and bondholders 
would 


be relieved of that double taxation of 
which they justly complain, and we 
would secure absolute uniformity in 
railroad taxation throughout the land. 
The total taxes of all the roads dur- 
ing the past year amounted to about 
$58,000,000, equal to about three per 
cent, upon the gross receipts. 
I would 


take this as a starting-point, but pro- 
vide that taxes should be gradually 
Increased, at the rate of one-fifth of 
one per cent, per annum, until th«y 
reached a maximum of five- per cent, 
on gross receipts. 
With the present 


earnings, this would yield about 490,- 
000,000 per annum, but earnings are 
rapidly Increasing. • The state shouM 
not complain of this 
arrangement, 


since they would receive, from the 
first all of the revenue they now enjoy 
from this source, and without the ex- 
pense of 
collecting 
It. 
Ultimately, 


they would receive, much more than 
their present revenue. 


The question will naturally 
arise, 


Has Congress the constitutional pow- 
er to exempt national railroads from 
taxation by the states? 
I think it 


has. Under a national Incorporation 
act, the railroads would be the Instru- 
mentalities of the national government 
for the purpose of carrying out its 
constitutional function of regulating 
Interstate commerce. As such instru- 
mentalities, the act 
should 
exempt 


them from all state and local taxation, 
because "the power to tax Is the power 
to destroy," and the nation cannot per- 
mit the destruction or impairment of 
its chosen Instrumentalities. 


The same argument applies to the 


rate-making feature of my plan. It 
would be desirable to exempt such na- 
tional railroads from state regulation 
as to local rataa 
It is confusing to 


have the national commission and for- 
ty-five different state commissions at 
the same time act in judgment upon 
the same subject. And, thus as there 
Bhould be but one taxing power, so al- 
so should there be but one rate-regu- 
lating power,—this in the Interest of 
simplicity, convenience and certainty. 
It might be possible for a national In- 
corporation act to 
exempt national 


railroads from state regulation of lo- 
cal rates, upon the assumption that 
the power to fix rates, like the power 
to tax, involves the power to destroy. 
But, if It should not be thought advis- 
able to attempt this, doubtless some 
method of amicable co-operation be- 
tween the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the State Commissions 
could be effected which would mater* 
tally increase the certainty of the cal- 
culations. 


There la another advantage which 


would surely arise from the adoption 
of this policy, and which is of con- 
sequence equal to, If not greater than 
the advantages which would follow 
fixed taxes and dividends and perma- 
nent peace for the railroad Industry. 
This is the fact that the railroad would 
go out of politics. The railroad is in 
politics to day because its vast proper- 
ty, amounting to more than ten bil- 
lions, is between the upper and the 
nether millstone,—the upper millstone 
of the rate-regulating power, and the 
nether millstone of the taxing power. 
Between the two, save for the protec- 
tion of the courts, these properties 
can be ground to destruction. The un- 
certainty and insecurity of their situ- 
ation compels the railroads to go into 
politics. Hence, they take part In the 
election of every official whose duty 
Is likely to trench in any degree upon 
the taxing and rate-regulating power. 
Doing everything systematically, their 
participation in politics means the or- 
ganization of a machine In every state 
of the Union; nnd, since they pursue 
the lines of least resistance, this often 
means 'alliance with the corrupt ele- 
ment of every community. It is ex- 
pensive for the railroads; and, worse 
than that, It is a grave menace to the 
institutions of the Republic. 
• 


I submit that^ these plans may rea- 


sonably be characterised as the com- 
mon sense of the railroad question. 
Railroad monopoly has come in the 
course of natural evolution. We have 
learned that monopoly is inherent In 
our method of transportation. Let it 
be no longer outlawed, but frankly 
recognised, welcomed and made legal. 
The way to do this is by means of na- 
tional incorporation. 


Vast capital is required to create and 


maintain transportation facilities ad- 
equate to the needs of our growing 
country. 
This capital la justly en- 


titled to its fair reward, yet cannot be 
permitted to fix its own profits; for it 
is not in human nature, and certainly 
not in the nature of corporations, to 
consider profits 
from 
an 
unselfish 


standpoint Not only Is this true, but 
the railroad Is so Intimately related to 
every other Industry, and to the dally 
life of all of our people, aa to make 
it desirable that the best service should 
be rendered at the lowest cost. 
In- 


deed, every saving that can be ef- 
fected in this regard tend* to raise 
the standard of living of the masses. 
How- shall we realise the best service 
at the lowest coit? Clearly, by giving 
the railroad Investment the largest 
measure of security and the greatest 
certainty of eanilng-power. Consolida- 
tion under nation incorporation is the 
sure road to this result. It means In- 
creased efficiency, 
greater economy, 


cessation of wasteful competition and 
of demoralising Htrtfe between the rail- 


road* and the people. It means, too, 
fixed dividends upon an agreed valu- 
ation. 
« 


There is a feature of all railroad reg- 


ulation which seems to have escaped 
the attention of those who have fram- 
ed bills on the subject Rate regulation 
means, unquestionably, the limitation 
of dividend* upon the investment This 
Is, in a sense, an invasion of property 
rights, and demands the concession of 
compensating advantages. When the 
public limit* the dividends upon a giv- 
en Investment, the public ought to se- 
cure them. This Is what will happen 
under the proposed plan. 
Virtually, 


the nation would guarantee a certain 
low rate of interest upon the invest- 
ment 


Under this plan, the vast Increase 


of transportation business in the fu- 
ture will tend to the reduction of rates 
and the advantage of the people. The 
appreciation of values which has oc- 
curred up to the time this act goes 
into effect rightfully belongs to the 
owners of railroad property. They In- 
vested in a speculative undertaking, 
took their chances,' and created a prop- 
erty valuable to themselves and indls- 
penslble to the public. But now we pro- 
pose to eliminate the speculative ele- 
ment, and to create conditions which 
will make railroad securities almost as 
good as government bonds. In return 
for this great advantage we ask thai 
capital shall be content with a reason- 
able dividend upon present valuation. 
The Increase In business which will 
inevitably arise in the future with the 
growth of the coutnry will then inure 
to the benefit of the people in three 
form*. First, they will get it in the 
form of betterments, extensions, and 
constantly improving service. They will 
get It In the form of better conditions 
of 
employment—higher 
wage* 
and 


shorter hours for the 1,300,000 men ac- 
tually engaged in the railroad Indus- 
try, and a pension fund to secure them 
In sickness or old age. Finally, thla In- 
crease will be transmuted into public 
benefits, in the form of constantly low- 
ering rates of freight and passenger 
traffic. 


The evils of overcapitalization, of 


stock speculation and of corporate con- 
trol of political affairs are not touch- 
ed by the measure passed by the House 
of Representatives, 
the first would be 
Under my plan 
completely done 
away with, the second would be great- 
ly modified and the 'third would' be 
eliminated In so far as it arises from 
the regulation . of taxes and rates. 


While this joint resolution doe* not- 


pretend to be a perfected piece of leg- 
islation, I believe it contains the germ 
of a railroad policy which will do equal 
and exact justice to all parties con- 
cerned. To capital, it will give secur- 
ity and assured dividends; to labor, it 
will give an impartial tribunal for the 


arbitration of dispute* a* to wages 
hour* and safety appliances; to the creased by the gradual reduction 4* 
the Interest on the railroad bonds from 


of tiio.ooo.too annually. 


It 1* contended that a *inkintj fund 
could, thu* b? provided which woutyt 
extinguish the entire debt In less than 
fifty years, and leave the operating 
expense alone as a charge upon the 
commerce of the country. 


Such Is th« attractive side of govern- 


ment ownership; but it ignores, of 
course, the possible evils of bureau- 
cracy, unbusinesslike method*, polit- 
ical patronage, etc. 


The plan of government ownership 


has the attractiveness of simplicity and 
directness. National ownership can, in 
my judgment, be met successfully on- 
ly by a policy of national Incorporation 
and control, which has the advantage 
of almoxt equal slmpllcy and- direct- 
ness. I believe the policy I am advo- 
cating would give the country nearly 
all the benefit* of government owner- 
whip, with none of it* danger*. It would 
abolish the evil* arising from unre- 
stricted monopoly, prevent 
the en- 


trance of over a million men Into the 
political patrcnage, eliminate the pres- 
ent corporate interference with and 
control of our politic* and retain in the 
transportation service the Initiative. 
the enterprise and the administrative 
capacity of the brilliant men whose 
genius created our present magnificent 
system of transportation out of the 
crude conditions which prevailed 
a 


generation ago. 


public, the lowest rate* consistent with j an average of 4 ft per cent to ttt pir 
the Investment and that high degree 
- 


of efficiency which is born of modern 
methods. And to the capital Invested, 
labor employed and the public served, 
it will, through the action of an impar- 
tial tribunal of high character and dig- 
nity, charged with the duty of settling 
alt disputes, bring peace and Immunity 
from the constant agitation, and put 
an end to the 
continuous warfare 


which has heretofore existed between 
the railroad and its employees, and 
the railroad and the public. 


It is plain enough that the people 


are restive under existing conditions. 
They are alarmed by the evidence that 
railroad rates are likely to fall under 
the absolute sway of these few men In 
matters vitally affecting their Interests 
The railroads are 
public 
highway*. 


The service is a public sehvtce. and 
the conviction la gradually growing In 
favor of government ownership. 


Unless the railroad system is unified 


and simplified, the complexity of the 
situation will drive the country to gov- 
ernment ownership a* a solution of the 
difficulty. The argument in favor of it 
is simple. It Is urged that the post 
office department is already engaged 
in transportation which .Is conducted 
to the entire satisfaction of the people; 
that Its work now Involves expendi- 
tures equal to about one-seventh of 
the operating expenses of all the rail- 
roads; that an enlargement of its op- 
erations ooul'd be secured by organiz- 
ing a Division of Transportatlbn In 
this Department; putting at Its head 
a capable man, trained and -experienc- 
ed in railroading; authorizing suit for 
condemnation against all railroads, the 
government entering into immediate 
possession and retaining the present 
force of employees and officials, elim- 
inating such of the latter as may be 
unnecessary under'unified conditions; 
the condemnation to cover simply the 
Interest of the stockholders, the mar- 
ket value of which is now about $4,- 
000,000,000.' leaving existing bonds ag- 
gregating about $6,000,000,000 as a Hen 
upon the property, to be retired as 
they mature with government bonds' 
at 2V4 per cent., the stock to be paid 
for by a present issue of government 
bonds at the same rate. 


The railroads are now capitalized 


at about $12,000,000,000, one-half in 
bonds and one-half in stocks. The mar- 
ket value of the total issue is now 
about $10,000,000,000. The gross reven- 
ue of all the railroads for the past year 
was about $1,960,000,000, an Increase 
over the preceding year of about $175,- 
000,000. 
The operating expenses now 


aggregate about $1,260,000,000, leaving 
about $690,000,000 as the net Income. 
It is urged that, under government 
ownership, the government would have 
to pay out of this net Income the pres- 
ent interest on existing bonds, amount- 
ing to about $270,000,000, and 2V4 per 
cent, on the $4,000,000,000 of the gov- 
ernment bonds, issued in lieu of ex- 
isting stock, 
about 
$100,000,000, 
or 


$370,000,000 in all, leaving $320,000,000 
for betterments, extensions 
and a 


sinking fund for the redemption of the 
bonds.

Dr. Lee, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health to Tonopah on the 14th of the month as 
he considered the action was warranted by 
the reports coming from there. 
His action 


was in no way intended to Interfere with the 


• Journal as at the time he made up his mind 


to act he knew nothing of the Journal's inten- 
tion. 


The Governor was acting within his execu- 


tive rights under the state law and carrying 
out a plain duty. 


The sending of Dr. Heppner to the scene 


by the Journal was simply a private piece of 
enterprise. There is no question as to his 
standing as a physician but his work, how- 
ever carefully performed, larks all the essen- 
tial qualities of an official report backed by 
the authority of the State Chief Executive. 


The Appeal \a woefully mixed in its interpretation of 


the position of The- Journal. It would be the height of 
absurdity for this paper to attempt to usurp the powers 
of the Governor *or of the State Board of Health anil in 
sending Dr. Heppner to Tonopah. no attempt was made to 
Interfere with or control official action. Awful stories 
were coming of the conditions in Tonopah and of such 
a contradictory nature that The Journal, in the interest 
of truth, despatched Dr. Heppner to the scene before it 
learned that the Governor had concluded to move in the 
matter. Dr. Heppner did not go to Tonopah to teach the 
physician* of that city how to treat the disease or to usurp 
the powers of the State Hoard of Health. He v/ent simply 
as a reporter for this paper — a reporter possessed of the 
technical knowledge that would lend to his report the 
credence which a .story from a layman could not carry. 


The Governor performed his official duty in sending 


Dr. Lee to Tonopah and The Journal has not claimed that 
In dolntf s--o he Interfered with any right of The Journal 
in the premise^. 
But It does claim that In attempting to 


interfere with a representative of this paper in the dis- 
charge of his duty, the Governor meddled in private affairs 
over which h« could have no control or official rights. 


WHERE ARE THE FLEETS 


A 


CORRESPONDENT sent a dispatch from a port of 


French Indo-Chlha. on Saturday to a Paris paper 


stating the Russian fleet had been seen on the seventeenth 
parallel of latitude and that it was steaming northward 
with' lights out. If that dispatch is correct it indicate? 
that the anticipated sea battle in close at hand. 


If the fleet were sighted It must have been not later 


than Friday, as It would take a day for the sighting ves- 
sel to reach a port from which the report could be sent. 
On the seventeenth parallel the fleet would be only some 
400 miles from Formosa. It Is supposed Togo has his base 
at the upper end of that Island. 


If the Russian fleet alms to pass through the straits 


of Formosa It must be in those waters by this time, if 
It wore on the seventeenth parallel Friday. If it intends to 
sail to the eastward of the island it must have already 
l>as««>il tl o southern end and be moving northward. 
The 


supposition Is that Togo has the straits and the sea to the 
eastward of Formosa covered In such a manner that he 
will bo able to meet Rojestvensky whichever route the lat- 
ter takes 


I5ut there Is nothing certain at this time about .the 


whereabouts of the Russian fleet. There has 
been 
so 


innny reports that none can feel that any Is correct until 
it ha<» bovn amply verified. The dispatches coming during 
the night may bring some more definite Information, and 
If their import be to the effect that Rojestvensky was in 
such a position on Friday as the dispatch to the Paris 
paper would Indicate, we may look for stirring events very 
soon. 


THE INFLUX OF IMMIGRANTS 


T 


UB British Board of Trade recently Issued an elab- 


orate document dealing with immigration from the 


European countries, in which some important conclusions 
r.rc reached with regard to the United States. In relation 
to the general subject of immigration of the population 
of one country to another, this report concludes: "The 
whole problem of Immigration depends largely upon the 
distribution throughout the world of the density of popu- 
lation, climatic advantages and wealth of natural re- 
sources, together with the facilities of communication be- 
tween the more or less densely and naturally favored re- 
gions. 


"As regards the volume and direction of the move- 


ment from any particular country, much depends not only 
on the natural resources and field of employment, bat also 
on the rational temperament and characteristics, the 
standard of living of the people and the existence In over- 
sea countries of population* of similar and kindred char- 
acter." 


Among the distinctly local causes of the present In- 


flux into this country are no doubt the effect of the war 
or other disturbances In Russia. It is noted that In the 
last few weeks the large number of immigrants are being 
attracted from the populations of southern and eastern 
Europe. From the south come the Italians and from the 
east the Hungarians, Poles and Jews In place of the 
Teutonic races of northern Europe, which formerly fur- 
nished the bulk of the Immigrants.

WOULD SOLVE PROBLEM 


Senator F. G. Newlands, in the North 
;,: American Review, Gives Simple 
? 
Remedy for Railroad Question 
F 


ROM the days of the fathers 


the nation has dealt with 
the problems of self-gov- 
ernment, one after anoth- 
er, as they have arisen. 11 
has often viewed them, at 


first, with apprehension; then grap- 


wlth them, solved them, and pass- 
on. 


The problem of the hour Is monop- 


oly in instrumentalities and commod- 
ities essential to the common comfort 
and prosperity. Of these, the first*to 
be dealt with Is the monopoly of tran- 
sportation. There are 
three 
general 


views in regard to this question 


The great financiers and railroad 


operators are opposed to any public 
regulation. They believe the problems 
should be left to the practical and ex- 
perienced men who have brought the 
transportation system to Its present 
state of efficiency. 


The president and a very large ma- 


jority of the House of Representatives 
believe that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission should be empowered to 
revise rates upon complaint, subject 
to review by a court of transportation. 
A bill has recently passed the House 
to this effect. 


There Is a third view, which seems 


to be growing rapidly In popular es- 
teem. In favor of outright government 
ownership. 


I cannot agree with the railroad op- 


erators that nothing should be done. 
.The power to fix rates of transporta- 
tion Is the power to affect the cost 
of everything which enters Into com- 
mon consumption, and, thus. In great 
measure, to regulate the standard of 
living of our people. Such tremendous 
power cannot safely be left, without 
restraint, in private hands. 


As to the measure which passed the 


House by the overwhelming vote of 
32* to 17. I fear It will be disappoint- 
ing In its results. It does not present 
a scientific solution of the problem. It 
leaves the power of taxation with 
•forty-five states and thousands of lo- 
cal political subdivisions, so that there 
can be nothing In ttfe way of uniform- 
ity or permanency In this item. It 
makes no provision for the valuation, 
of the property, nor does It make any 
attempt to indicate what would con- 
stitute a reasc nable rate of Interest 
on the Investment. It does not touch 
the evil of overcapitalisation, nor does 
it propose anything which would abate 
the alarming evil of political control 
which has come as an unavoidable in- 
cident In the growth of corporate pow- 
. er. 
. 
While the sentiment favoring gov- 


ernment ownership Is Increasing, it Is 
plain that the country Is not ready for 
such ownership at this time. The most 
serious objection to It Is that It would 
Interject 1,300.000 employees into the 
political patronage and render It dif- 
ficult to drive from power the party 
controlling this vast influence, howev- 
er desirable a change of administra- 
tion might be. 


On January 4th, I Introduced a joint 


resolution In the Senate (S. R. 86, 69th 
Cong., 3rd Sees.) providing for the ap- 
pointment of a special commission, to 
consist of four experts on transporta- 
tion and transportation law, five sen- 
ators and five representatives, In- 
structed to frame and report to Con- 
gress a'national Incorporation act pre- 
pared upon certain principles. This 
resolution was referred to the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, which has 


, called upon the Interstate Commerce 


Commission and the Bureau of Cor- 
porations to make reports as to the 
ilan outlined with such suggestion* 
is may be deemed advisable. 


The object of my resolution Is to 


unify and simplify the railroad ad- 
(ministration of the country; to recog- 
Jnlie the evolution In railroading, un- 
der which the operation and manage- 
ment of almost the 
entire 
railroad 


,' mileage has come under the control of 


about six well-known groups or sys- 
tems; to place such systems und>»r 
national Incorporation and control: to 
make the taxes of the ralroads fixed 
And certain; and to provide for fixed 
jQtvidends. MO that hereafter any In- 
t crease of business will tend mathe- 
matically either to a betterment of the 
roads, to an increase In wages, or to 
a diminution In rates. These purposes 
I would accomplish by the following 
methods: 


X. The requirement that alt 
rail- 


roads1 engaging in interstate commerce 
shall Incorporate under a national law 
in £|eoordance with, certain conditions 
not .only permitting, but favoring, the 
consolidation of railroads. 


J..'<The valuation of all such rall- 


roadsfcby the 
Interstate Commerce 


Commission, and a capitalization not 
exceeding such valuation. 


3. The revision by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission of all rates, 90 
applied as to yield an annual return 
•of not less than four per cent, on such 
valuation. 


4. The exemption of railroad prop- 


erty. Including stocks and bonds, from 
all taxes except a tax on gross receipts 
such '•> tax to begin at three pec cent 
and Increase at the rate of one-fifth 
of one per cent, each year, until it 
Breaches the maximum of five per cent. 


lf'>tax to be collected by the gov- 


rerriment. then distributed among the 
state* and territories on some equit- 
able basis. 


6. The creation 6f a pension fund 


for employee* disqualified, either by 
Injury or by age. from active service, 
by setting aside In the treasury a 


t percentage of ths gross receipts of the 
t railroads. 


f. The arbitration of all. disputes 


between 
such railroad 
corporations 


*nd their employee* as to compensa- 
tion; kours of labor, and protection to

2.000 corporations, and controlled by 
about 600 operating companies. But 
these operating companies have grad- 
ually come under the management of 
six great groups of ownership, each 
group dominated by a single individu- 
al, or by a few Individuals. These 
groups are popularly known as "The 
Morgan." 
"The 
Gould-Rockefeller, 


"The Harrlman,- 
"The 
Vanderbllt," 


"The Pennsylvania" and "The Moore" 
groups. 


With two or three exceptions, these 


2,000 corporations are organised under 
state laws, though under the existing 
groups and systems they are operated 
regardless of state lines, three-fourths 
of the transportation business of the 
country being Interstate. Corporations 
organised In one state can operate in 
other states only by the comity of the 
latter. The general policy of both the 
state and national governments 
has 


been against pooling "or consolidation of 
any kind, on the theory that competition 
Is desirable as a means of preventing 
excessive rates and securing improved 
service. 
Nevertheless, practical con- 


solidation has been effected and com- 
petition largely 
eliminated through 


various methods of leasing, trackage 
arrangements, holding companies, and 
community of Interest. 
As a rule, 


these methods have not been tested 
In the courts, but In the case of the 
Northern 
Securities 
Company 
the 


method wan tested and adjudged In- 
valid. 


The fact Is that the railroad, wheth- 


er In the hands of the government or 
of a private corporation, is a natural 
monopoly. The steady trend of con- 
solidation Is the outcome of economic 
forces which cannot be controlled or 
appreciably 
Impeded by legislation. 


The present system is complicated and 
expensive. Involving the maintenance 
of many unnecessary corporations, the 
bond and stock Issues of which con- 
stitute a mass of perplexity confusing 
alike to the investor, to the tax-asses- 
sor, and to the rate-regulating com- 
mission. 


It is clear that there should be un- 


ity of ownership, recognised by the 
law, 
of such railroads as are now 


linked together In Interstate commerce 
regardless of state lines. As state leg- 
islation cannot accomplish this, the 
railroad corporations should be nation- 
al,—the creation of the 
government 


whose jurisdiction Is as broad as Inter- 
state commerce Itself, and whose sov- 
ereignty rests upon every 
foot 
of 


American soil. The power to create 
such corporations cannot be question- 
ed. It was exercised In the cases of the 
Union Pacific and Northern 
Pacific 


companies. The constitutional powers 
of the ePderal government relating to 
post roads, military defence, and the 
regulation of Interstate commerce In- 
volve the creation of all the Instrumen- 
talities necessary to carry out such 
powers. 


I would require all railroads engag- 


ed in Interstate commerce to Incor- 
porate under a national law, and thus 
remove every barrier In the way of 
complete consolidation. I would pro- 
vide that the amount of stocks and 
bonds Issued for such consolidation 
should be approved by the Interstate 
commerce commission, and that they 
should not exceed the actual value 
of the railroads consolidated, such val- 
ue to be determined by the commis- 
sion. I would provide that the com- 
mission should approve the amount 
of bonds and stock to be Issued for 
the purchase of connecting or inter- 
secting lines, for the betterment of ex- 
isting roads, and the construction of 
new ones; and I would make a rigid 
requirement to the effect that -these 
securities should not exceed the/ value 
of the property acquired or the actual 
cost of the work constructed. This 
method would effectually prevent fu- 
ture overcapitalization. 


Neither 
of 
our 
political parties 


should object to this plan of national 
Incorporation on the ground that it 
favors centralisation of power. 
The 


Republican party, strongly nationalist 
as It Is. could not; while the Demo- 
cratic party should not. It Is quite 
as Democratic to Insist upon the full 
exercise of powers plainly given to the 
national government as It Is to insist 
upon the reserved rights of the state. 


I think there would be no serious 


difficulty In arriving at a true valu- 
ation of railroad property. The basis 
should be the market value of their se- 
curities, though other factor* may be 
taken Into consideration. We can afford 
to be liberal with the present invest- 
ors, if we can secure for all time a 
valuation based on present conditions 
and prevent the enormous valuation 
of the future which Increased busi- 
ness and profit will give. Nor should 
there be any difficulty in determining 
the rate of interest to be allowed on 
this valuation. In my 
resolution, 
I 


suggest "not less than four per cent," 
leaving the maximum to the determin- 
ation of the commission. But, If we 
are to have an absolutely scientific 
adjustment of the matter, the divi- 
dends should be definitely fixed on a 
permanent basis, so as to- yield an 
honest return upon an honest invest- 
ment 


The advantage of my plan Is also 


apparent In the matters of taxes. Rail- 
roads are now taxed under forty-five 
different systems embraced in the laws 
of as many states. In some they are 
taxed upon gross receipts; in others, 
upon a valuation of track, and real 
and personal property; In others, fran- 
chises are included; and 
In 
some 


states a rapid movement is being made 
towards assessing them upon the mar- 
ket value of the stocks and bonds Is- 
sued, the contention being that taxes 
should be Imposed upon the same val- 
ue as that on which rates are collect- 
ed. The laws of many states also per- 


In 


the hands of 
holders- 
form 
of 


double taxation. There is no uniform- 
ity, no permanency. Thousands of lo- 
cal officials are engaged In making 
the valuation and fixing the tax rates. 
Since the amount of taxes paid is one 
of the .vital factors in determining the 
net earnings of the property, there 
can be no scientific basis for fixing 
dividends while this crude and chaotic 
system prevails. 


I would exempt all railroad proper- 


ty, Including bond* and stocks, from 
all taxation except a tax on gross re- 
ceipts, to be collected by the national 
authorities and distributed among the 
states in proportion to mileage or vol- 
ume of business. Under this method, 
stockholders and bondholders 
would 


be relieved of that double taxation of 
which they justly complain, and we 
would secure absolute Uniformity in 
railroad taxation throughout the land. 
The total taxes of all the roads dur- 
ing the past year amounted tb about 
158.000.000, equal to about three per 
cent, upon the gross receipts. 
I would 


take this as a starting-point, but pro- 
vide that taxes should be gradually 
Increased, at the rate of one-fifth of 
one per cent, per annum, until 
reached a maximum of five- per cent, 
on gross receipts. 
With the present 


earnings, this would yield about 480,- 
000,000 per annum, but earnings are 
rapidly increasing. • The state shouM 
not complain of this 
arrangement, 


since they would receive, from the 
first all of the revenue they now enjoy 
from this source, and without the ex- 
pense of 
collecting 
It. 
Ultimately, 


they would receive, much more than 
their present revenue. 


The question will naturally arise, 


Has Congress the constitutional pow- 
er to exempt national railroads from 
taxation by the states? 
I think It 


has. Under a national Incorporation 
act. the railroads would be the Instru- 
mentalities of the national government 
for the purpose of carrying out Its 
constitutional function of 
regulating 


Interstate commerce. As such instru- 
mentalities, the act 
should 
exempt 


them from all state and local taxation, 
because "the power to tax Is the power 
to destroy," and the nation cannot per- 
mit the destruction or impairment of 
its chosen Instrumentalities. 


The same argument applies to the 


rate-making feature of my plan. It 
would be desirable to exempt such na- 
tional railroads from state regulation 
as to local ratua 
It Is confusing to 


have the national commission and for- 
ty-five different state commissions at 
the same time act in judgment upon 
the same subject. And, thus as there 
should be but one taxing power, so al- 
so should there be but one rate-regu- 
lating power,—this in the Interest of 
simplicity, convenience and certainty. 
It might be possible for a national In- 
corporation act to 
exempt national 


railroads from state regulation of lo- 
cal rates, upon the assumption that 
the power to fix rates, like the power 
to tax. Involves the power to destroy. 
But, If It should not be thought advis- 
able to attempt this, doubtless some 
method of amicable co-operation be- 
tween the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the State Commissions 
could be effected which would mater- 
ially Increase the certainty of the cal- 
culations. 


There Is another advantage which 


would surely arise from the adoption 
of this policy, and which Is of con- 
sequence equal to, if not greater than 
the advantage* which would follow 
fixed taxes and dividends and perma- 
nent, peace for the railroad Industry. 
This Is the fact that the railroad would 
go out of politics. The railroad is in 
politics to day because Its vast proper- 
ty, amounting to more than ten bil- 
lions, Is between the upper and the 
nether millstone,—the upper millstone 
of the rate-regulating power, and the 
nether millstone of the taxing power. 
Between the two, save for the protec- 
tion of the courts, 
these properties 


can be ground to destruction. The un- 
certainty and insecurity of their situ- 
ation compels the railroads to go into 
politics. Hence, they take part In the 
election of every official whose duty! 
Is likely to trench In any degree upon 
the taxing and rate-regulating power. 
Doing everything systematically, their 
participation in politics means the or- 
ganization of a machine In every state 
of the Union; and, since they pursue 
the lines of least resistance, this often 
means 'alliance with the corrupt ele- 
ment of every community. It is ex- 
pensive for the railroads; and, worse 
than that, it Is a grave menace to the 
institutions of the Republic. 
• 


I submit that, these plans may rea- 


sonably be characterised as the com- 
mon sense of the railroad question. 
Railroad monopoly has come in the 
course of natural evolution. We have 
learned that monopoly is Inherent In 
our method of transportation. Let it 
be no longer outlawed, but frankly 
recognised, welcomed and made legal. 
The way to do this Is by means of na- 
tional Incorporation. 


Vast capital is required to create and 


maintain transportation facilities ad- 
equate to the needs of our growing 
country. 
This capital Is justly en- 


titled to Its fair reward, yet cannot be 
permitted to fix its own profits; for it 
I* not in human nature, and certainly 
not in the nature of corporations, to 
consider profit* 
from 
an 
unselfish 


standpoint 
Not only Is this true, but 


the railroad is so intimately related to 
every other Industry, and to the dally 
life of all of our people, as to make 
It desirable that the best service should 
be rendered at the lowest cost 
In- 


deed, every saving that can be ef- 
fected in this regard tends to raise 
the standard of living of the masses. 
How- shall we realise the best service 
at the lowest cost? Clearly, by giving 
the railroad Investment the largest 
measure of security and the greatest 
certainty of earnlng-power. Consolida- 
tion under nation incorporation Is th« 
sure road to this result It means In- 
creased efficiency, 
greater economy, 


cessation of wasteful competition and 
of demoralising Htrife between the rail- 


roads and the people. It means, too, 
fixed dividends upon an agreed valu- 
ation. 
• 


There is a feature of all railroad reg- 


ulation which seems to have escaped 
the attention of those who have fram- 
ed bills on the subject Rate regulation 
means, unquestionably, the limitation 
of dividends upon the investment This 
is, In a sense, an Invasion of property 
rights, and demands the concession of 
compensating advantages. When the 
public limits the dividends upon a giv- 
en Investment, the public ought to se- 
cure them. Thla Is what will happen 
under the proposed plan. 
Virtually, 


the nation would guarantee a certain 
low rate of Interest upon the Invest- 
ment 


Under this plan, the vast Increase 


of transportation business In the fu- 
ture will tend to the reduction of rates 
and the advantage of the people. The 
appreciation of values which ha* oc- 
curred up to the time this act goes 
Into effect rightfully belongs to the 
owners of railroad property. They In- 
vested in a speculative undertaking, 
took their chances,' and created a prop- 
erty valuable to themselves and indls- 
penslble to the public. But now we pro- 
pose to eliminate the speculative ele- 
ment, and to create conditions which 
will make railroad securities almost as 
good as government bonds. In return 
for this great advantage we ask thai 
capital shall be content with a reason- 
able dividend upon present valuation. 
The Increase in business which will 
inevitably arise in the future with the 
growth of the coutnry will then Inure 
to the benefit of the people in three 
forms. First, they will get It la the 
form of betterments, extensions, and 
constantly Improving service. They will 
get It In the form of better conditions 
of 
employment—higher wages and 


shorter hours for the 1,300,000 men ac- 
tually engaged In the railroad I idua- 
try. and a pension fund to secure them 
In slcknes* or old age. Finally, this in- 
crease will be transmuted Into public 
benefits, In the form of constantly low- 
ering rates of freight and passenger 
traffic. 


The evils of overcapitalization, 
of 


stock speculation and of corporate con- 
trol of political affairs are not touch- 
ed by the measure passed by the House 
of Representatives. 
Under my plan 


the first would be completely done 
away with, the second would be great- 
ly modified and the 'third would' be 
eliminated in so far a* it arises from 
the regulation . of taxes and rates. 


While this joint resolution doe* not- 


pretend to be a perfected piece of leg- 
islation, I believe it contains the germ 
of a railroad policy which will do equal 
and exact justice to all parties .con- 
cerned. To capital, it will give secur- 
ity and assured dividends; to labor. It 
will give an impartial tribunal for the 


arbitration of disputes as to wages 
hours and safety appliances; to the creased by the gradual reduction' qf 


the Interest on the railroad bonds frosn 
public, the lowest rateki consistent with | an average of 4 Vfc per cent to Stfc p4r 
the Investment and that high degree 
of efficiency which Is born of modern 
methods. And to the capital invested, 
labor employed and the public served, 
it will, through the action of on impar- 
tial tribunal of high character and dig- 
nity, charged with the duty of settling 
all disputes, bring peace and Immunity 
from the constant agitation, and put 
an end to the 
continuous 
warfare 


which has heretofore existed between 
the railroad and Its employees, and 
the railroad and the public. 


It Is plain enough that the people 


are restive under existing conditions. 
They are alarmed by the evidence that 
railroad rates are likely to fall under 
the absolute sway of these few men In 
matters vitally affecting their Interests 
The railroads are 
public 
highway*. 


The service is a public sehvice. and 
the conviction la gradually growing In 
favor of government ownership. 


Unless the railroad system Is unified 


and simplified, the complexity of tho 
situation will drive the country to gov- 
ernment ownership as a solution of the 
difficulty. The argument In favor of !t 
Is simple. 
It is urged that the post 


office department Is already engaged 
In transportation which .Is conducted 
to the entire satisfaction of the people: 
that its work now Involves expendi- 
tures equal to about one-seventh of 
the operating erpensea of all the rail- 
roads; that an anlarcrement of its op- 
erations coiil'd be secured by organiz- 
ing a Division of Transportation in 
this Department; putting at its head 
a capable man. trained and -experienc- 
ed in railroading; authorizing suit for 
condemnation against all railroads, the 
government entering Into Immediate 
possession and retaining the present 
force of employees and officials, elim- 
inating such of the latter as may be 
unnecessary under'unified conditions; 
the condemnation to cover simply the 
Interest of the stockholders, the mar- 
ket value of which Is now about $4,- 
000,000,000,' leaving existing bonds ag- 
gregating about $6,000,000,000 as a lien 
upon the property, to be retired as 
they mature with government bonds' 
at 2V4 per cent., the stock to be paid 
for by a present Issue of government 
bonds at the same rate. 


The railroads are now capitalized 


at about $12,000.000,000, one-half in 
bonds and one-half In stocks. The mar- 
ket value of the total Issue Is now 
about $10,000,000,000. The gross reven- 
ue of all the railroads for the past year 
was about $1,950,000,000, an Increase 
over the preceding year of about $176,- 
000,000. 
The operating expenses now 


aggregate about $1,260,000,000, leaving 
about $690,000,000 as the net Income. 
It Is urged that, under government 
ownership, the government would have 
to pay out of this net Income the pres- 
ent Interest on existing bonds, amount- 
Ing to about $270,000,000, and 2% per 
cent, on the $4,000,000,000 of the gov- 
ernment bonds. Issued In lieu of ex- 
isting stock, 
about 
$100,000,000, 
or 


$370,000,000 in all, leaving $320,000.000 
for betterments, 
extensions 
and 
a 


sinking fund for the redemption of the 
bonds. This latter sum can be ln-|' 


cent., a saving of flSO.OOO.fjOO flnmiaUr 
It is contended that a sinking food 
could. thus be provided which wou$A 
extinguish the entire debt In Us* tkan 
fifty years, and leave the operating 
expense alone as a charge upon tS* 
commerce of the country. 


Such Is tho attractive side of govern- 


ment ownership; but It ignores, 
of 


course, the possible evils of bureau- 
cracy, unbusinesslike methods, polit- 
ical patronage, etc. 


The plan of government ownership 


has the attractiveness of simplicity and 
directness. National ownership can. In 
my judgment, be met successfully on- 
ly by a policy of national Incorporation 
and control, which has the advantage 
of almoitt equal slmpllcy and- direct- 
ness. I believe the policy X am advo- 
cating would give the country nearly 
alt the benefits of government owner- 
whip, with none of Its dangers. It would 
abolish the evils arising from unre- 
stricted monopoly, prevent 
the 
en- 


trance of over a million men Into the 
political patronage, eliminate the 
ent corporate Interference with and 
control of our politics and retain In the 
tratutoortatlon service the initiative. 
the enterprise and the administrative 
capacity of the brilliant men whose 
genius created our present magnificent 
system of transportation out of the 
crude conditions which prevailed 
a 


generation ago.
